He was saying his final 
Mass before expulsion from the, 
Soviet Union. 
Americans, Britons and other

Market Boom 
Declared On 
‘Solid Base’ 


Stock Exchange Head 
Testifies In Senate 
Banking Unit Inquiry 


WASHINGTON Ufi-The president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 
G. Keith Funston, said today the 
18-month-old boom in stock prices 
rests on firm foundations and does 
not foreshadow any 1929-type crash. 
Funston was the first witness 
called by the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee in a “friendly study” of the 
stock market—the first such con­ 
gressional inquiry since sensational 
hearings of 1933 and 1934. 
Chairman 
Fulbright 
(D-Ark), 
who applied the term “friendly” 
to the investigation, said in an 
advance statement its purpose is 
“education, not accusation.” Ful­ 
bright said the committee wants 
to find out if changing government 
and business policies “have influ­ 
enced the present behavior of the 
stock market for good or ill.** 
The committee’s senior Republi­ 
can, Sen. Capehart of Indiana, 
spoke out in blunter language, de­ 
claring in an interview: 
“My interest is to find out if 
there is any skulduggery or rig­ 
ging of the market. J have no 
reason to believe there is, but I 
shall be watchful for facts or in­ 
formation to that end.” 
The inquiry opened with stock 
market prices already higher than 
in 1929 and still rising. The boom

Parking Ban Scheduled 
For Washing Of Streets 
Parking will be banned on E. 
and W. 5th and 6th Sts. and the 
intersecting streets after midnight 
tonight when the street department 
starts giving the annual “spring 
cleaning” to the business district, 
flushing away dirt and debris with 
fire hoses.

Belt Line 
Attacked By 
Rail Official 


Says Whatever It 
Hauls Would Be Dead 
Loss To Railroads 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UR—The dozen 
railroads battling the proposed 
Lake Erie-Ohio River cargo con­ 
veyor lost 55 million tons of traffic 
three years ago, but made no ap­ 
plication for higher freight rates, 
a railroad witness admitted last 
night before an Ohio House com­ 
mittee. 
The admission was made by Roy 
C. Kern, Pittsburgh, chairman of 
the Coal, Coke and Iron Ore Com­ 
mittee of the Central Territories 
Railroads. It was in response to a 
question by Rep. Frances Mc­ 
Govern (D-Summit). 
The proposed 100-mile conveyor 
to haul iron ore and coal between 
Cleveland 
and 
East 
Liverpool 
would have an estimated capacity 
of about 60 million tons a year. 
Kern, a rate expert, had just 
testified, “whatever the belt hauls 
is a dead loss to the railroads 
which they have no hope of re­ 
gaining.” 
He and other railroad men, op­ 
posing a state grant of the right 
of eminent domain to the novel 
transportation method, declared 
any marked loss of revenue to the 
belt conveyor would be reflected 
in increased railroad rates for 
other commodities. 
He then admitted the railroads 
made no application for a rate in­ 
crease after they suffered a heavy 
loss in traffic from 1951 to 1952. 
“We probably should have asked 
for an increase, but we didn’t,” 
Kern said. Then he added: “It is 
doubtful if the rate increase would 
have been granted if asked.” 
Kern told the House Commerce 
and Transportation Committee the 
capacity of the belt line is not 
more than IO per cent of the ton­ 
nage railroads haul in Ohio each 
year. 
But he insisted loss in revenue to 
the belt conveyor could cause the 
railroads to abandon facilities in 
northwestern Ohio. “These curtail­ 
ments could be disastrous to the 
area, rather than help it economi­ 
cally,’* he added. 
Kern declared it is his belief 
the belt could take away 50 per 
cent of the railroads’ tonnage in 
the immediate area of the belt 
line.

Ceiler Attacks 
4-Year Terms For 
House Members 
WASHINGTON WI — President 
Eisenhower’s recommendation for 
four-year terms, instead of the 
present two, for members of the 
House is “not likely to get to first 
base,” Rep. Ceiler (D-NY) said 
today, 
Ceiler is chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, which has 
before it four bills calling for a 
constitutional amendment to put 
into effect a four-year term. Cei­ 
lers comment indicated they won’t 
emerge from the committee. 
The President’s recommendation 
came at his news conference yes­ 
terday as he praised a bill raising 
congressional pay from $15,000 to 
$22,500 a year. He signed it into 
law, effective Tuesday, shortly 
thereafter. 
Ceiler told reporters the framers 
of the Constitution “used rare 
judgment when they set up two- 
year terms.** 
“Hie House is closest to the 
people, and th£ Founding Fathers 
rightly felt that in this ever chang­ 
ing world the people should have 
a right to voice their opinion 
through 
t h e i r 
representatives 
every two years,’* he said. 
Ceiler declared, “It is no hard­ 
ship to run every two years.** And 
he added that tile two-year term 
is part of the general scheme of 
government in which senators are 
elected for six years, the President 
for four and House members two. 
Rep. Doyle (D-Calif), author of 
one of the four bills to extend the 
term of office, took a different 
view. 


U.S. Reviews 
Its Policies In 
Middle East 


Political Stability, 
Military Strength 2 
Phases Under Study 


WASHINGTON WV-State Depart- 
ment officials are reviewing U.S. 
policies toward the Middle East 
to see whether greater political 
stability and military strength can 
be developed. 
One possibility under consider­ 
ation is the eventual negotiation of 
stronger security guarantees for 
Israel. Some authorities believe 
this could relax Arab-Israeli ten­ 
sion. The Israelis have long sought 
a U.S. defense alliance. 
The policy review was initiated 
on the basic assumption that the 
Middle East is the most threat­ 
ened important area on the flanks 
of the Communist bloc. It includes 
the one area—from the eastern 
borders of the Black Sea to the 
western tip of Red China—where 
the Soviet Union has no buffer 
satellites. 
It is a region of tremendous dif­ 
ficulties, primitive industrial de­ 
velopment, low living standards 
and knotty political problems, in­ 
cluding the ill feeling between Is­ 
rael and the Arab states. 
The United States, Britain and 
France have several times de­ 
clared an intention to preserve the 
balance between Israel and its 
hostile Arab neighbors. The Israeli 
government has termed this dec­ 
laration insufficient. 
At the same time, the United 
States has been trying to create 
different attitudes on the part of 
at least some of the Arab govern­ 
ments. Officials at the State De­ 
partment have felt for a long time 
that hostility toward Israel by the 
Arab League—an organization of 
governments — is the source of 
weakness in the Middle East. It 
has prevented any effective sys­ 
tem of alliances there against So­ 
viet power. 


Not On Table For Cease-Fire 
Abandoning Of Quemoy, 
Matsus To Reds Hinted 


TAIPEI Formosa UB-U.S. Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles told Chi­ 
nese Nationalist President Chiang 
Kai-shek today that Quemoy and 
th* Matsus were not on the bar­ 
gaining table for a cease-fire in 
the Chinese civil war. 
But sources close to the secre­ 
tary hinted the offshore islands 
might be abandoned to the Reds 
on two conditions: 
1. That the abandonment would 
bring a guaranteed peace to Asia, 
and, 
2. That Nationalist China would 
agree to the move. 
The Nationalists may not agree 
under any circumstances. The is­ 
lands ara the last important out­ 


posts they hold off the Red main­ 
land. 
Dulles reaffirmed U.S. deter­ 
mination to defend Formosa and 
the Pescadores, as pledged in the 
mutual defense pact ratified ear­ 
lier today. 
Dulles earlier signed the docu­ 
ments that brought into effect the 
mutual defense pact between the 
United States a n d Nationalist 
China. Foreign Minister George 
Yeh signed for the Nationalists. 
The treaty itself was signed in 
Washington Dec. 2. It commits the 
United States to defend Formosa 
and the Pescadores, gives the

Ex-POW Found 
Guilty Of Aiding 
Enemy In Korea 
FT. BRAGG, N.C. UB-An Army 
general courtmartial today will de­ 
termine the punishment to be im­ 
posed on a Ft. Bragg sergeant 
convicted of aiding the enemy 
while a prisoner in Korea. 
The eight-man court can choose 
a sentence ranging from a repri­ 
mand to death. 
The prosecution, however, said 
the death penalty would not be 
asked for M. Sgt. William H. Ol­ 
son, convicted on three of seven 
specifications of aiding the Chi­ 
nese Reds and of swearing falsely 
that he did not collaborate with 
the enemy. 
Olson, 40-year-old Army career 
man, was found guilty of mak­ 
ing speeches derogatory to the 
United States and writing pro­ 
communist articles for a camp 
newspaper. 
He was visibly shaken when the 
court, after nine hours of contin­ 
uous deliberation, announced the 
verdict. Tears came to his eyes 
as he told reporters: 
“I feel I was not the only man 
on trial in this case. Every man 
who was a prisoner of war or who 
will be a prisoner of war was on 
trial.”

San Francisco And 
Boston Wharfs Hit 


By The Associated Press 
Fires damaged waterfront sec­ 
tions of both Boston and San Fran­ 
cisco and a business block in Man­ 
chester, N.H., went up in flames 
early today. 
Some 300 Boston firefighters— 
aided by city fire boats, Navy and 
Coast Guard vessels — battled a 
spectacular blaze on 500-foot long, 
historic India Wharf, which dates 
back to pre-Civil War clipper ship 
days. 
The fire still burned nearly four 
hours after it broke out but fire 
officials said it was contained and 
would not spread. 
No one was reported injured, but 
damage was estimated at $100,000 
to more than a dozen two-story 
wooden 
structures. 
Authorities 
called in the arson squad to de­ 
termine the fire cause. 
At San Francisco, a four-alarm 
blaze in a waterfront warehouse 
lighted up San Francisco Bay and 
threatened a nearby utilities gas 
plant for IVz hours before being 
brought under control. 
The blaze, of undetermined ori­ 
gin, whipped through an old sugar 
warehouse being razed to make 
room for new construction.

2 Hint Plan 
To Cut Ike’s 
Trade Powers 


Commissioii Studied 
For Right To Propose 
Boost In Tariffs 


WASHINGTON UR—Two Republi­ 
can members said today the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee may con­ 
sider giving the Tariff Commis­ 
sion more power to recommend 
higher tariffs as part of a recipro­ 
cal trade extension bill. 
Senators Millikin (R-Colo) and 
Carlson (R-Kan) did not go into 
detail in interviews in advance of 
further hearings on President Ei 
senhower’s trade program, but the 
ideas they mentioned would tend 
to cut the President’s power. 
The program would extend the 
reciprocal trade agreements law 
three years and give the President 
additional powers to cut duties 
per cent a year. 
Millikin, senior Republican mem­ 
ber, said he believed the commitr 
tee would consider stiffening the 
“escape clause” in the trade agree­ 
ments law. 
Carlson, generally an adminis­ 
tration supporter, said in a sep­ 
arate interview he also was work­ 
ing over some suggestions to 
strengthen this clause. 
The administration has fought 
any moves to curtail the Presi­ 
dent’s powers to make final de­ 
terminations on tariff concessions. 
The “escape clause” procedure, 
which would be continued by the 
bill, permits an industry to ask a 
Tariff Commission investigation if 
it believes it would be harmed by 
a concession in a duty granted 
another nation under a trade pact. 
However, even if the commis­ 
sion recommends that the conces­ 
sion be withdrawn or modified, the 
President may reject this finding.

May Rival 
Bitter House 
Arguments 


Democratic Leader 
Favors Delay Until 
March 14 On Debate 


WASHINGTON UR — A possible 
slowdown by the Senate Demo­ 
cratic leadership on the adminiS** 
tration-backed tax bill threatened 
today to bring on a floor fight 
rivaling in bitterness that which 
preceded House passage. 
Colleagues said Sen. Clements of 
Kentucky, acting Democratic lead­ 
er, has let it be known he favors 
delaying the start of debate until 
March 14. His only public com­ 
ment was that the bill would be 
handled “in regular order.” 
House Democrats, over the vig­ 
orous opposition of President Ei­ 
senhower, had written into the bill 
a $20 income tax cut for everyone 
effective next Jan. I. The Senate 
Finance Committee struck out that 
cut, leaving in the bill only a 
year’s extension beyond April I of 
present corporation and excise tax 
rates now bringing in three bil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
Chairman Byrd (D-Va) of the 
Finance Committee, who led the 
fight there against the $20 income 
tax cut, said in a separate inter* 
view there would be “no justifier 
tion” for delaying Senate action 
beyond the middle of next week. 
“We are going to move to bring 
this bill up then, if it becomes 
necessary to do that,** he said. 
Ordinarily the majority leader 
schedules when legislation is tak­ 
en up. But his timetable could be 
upset if the Senate voted other­ 
wise. 
With this in mind, Sen. Know- 
land of California, the GOP floor 
leader, opposed a request by Sen. 
Kerr (D-Okla) to permit a Finance 
Committee minority to file a re­ 
port “when written.” Knowland 
and Kerr, who backs the $20 tax 
cut, finally agreed at Byrd’s sug­ 
gestion on a Tuesday noon dead­ 
line. 
Sen. Barkley (D-Ky) said the 
proposed $20 cut — which would 
cost the treasury $2,200,000,000 in 
receipts in a full year—would be 
offered on the Senate floor. 
Chairman Bridges (R-NH) of the 
Republican Policy Committee pre­ 
dicted an almost solid GOP vote 
against it. 
As related by an influential 
party member who didn’t want to 
be quoted publicly, Democratic 
strategy was to delay any final 
action by Congress until the eve of 
the excise-corporation tax reduc­ 
tion date. 
If they could corral the votes, 
the Democrats then would present 
Eisenhower with a bill extending 
the corporation and excise levies 
by cutting th e personal income 
tax. 
If they failed to attach the $20 
provision in the Senate—as seemed 
likely—the lull * might die in a 
Senate-House conference and Dem­ 
ocrats then could blame Republi­ 
cans for thwarting compromise 
attempts.

Funston said in prepared testi­ 
mony, however, that these prices 
can’t really be compared with 1929 
figures because, for one thing, of 
“the substantial decline in the val­ 
ue of the dollar in the past quar­ 
ter century.” 
“The price inflation we have 
seen since 1929,” he said, “would 
by itself mean that—in terms of 
purchasing power—prices will not 
reach 1929 levels until—in terms of 
dollars—they exceed 1929 levels by 
50 per cent or more.” 
The stock exchange president 
went on to say there are “some 
similarities” between 1929 and 1954 
but “it is the differences which 
arc significant.” 
“We believe,” he said, “that the 
market has been functioning in an1 
orderly manner and that the pres­ 
ent market level reflects the pub­ 
lic’s appraisal of present business 
conditions and prospects for the 
future.” 
To guard against “skulduggery, 
he said, the exchange has “kept 
a careful watch for excesses which 
would indicate unsound conditions 
in the sale of securities either in 
our own market or elsewhere.' 
“Despite evidence that some 
members of the public have, in 
certain instances, paid more at­ 
tention to tips and rumors than 
was desirable, there is no indies 
don that a generally unwholesome 
condition has prevailed in our 
market,” he said. 
He voiced belief that present 
regulation of the market adequate­ 
ly protects tile public.

Radio Astronomers 
Find Universe Center 
COLUMBUS, O. — Ohio State 
University radio astronomers say 
they have located the exact center 
of our universe, or Milky Way sys­ 
tem. 
The position, long sought by op­ 
tical astronomers, has been hid­ 
den by clouds of interstellar dust. 
Radio waves from the hub around 
which the sun and billions of other 
stars revolve, however, have been 
recorded by radio telescopes. 
The position, say the Ohio State 
astronomers, is a galactic longi­ 
tude of 327.79 degrees and a lati­ 
tude of — 1.39 degrees, based on an 
average of observations recently 
made with the telescope here and 
one at the Naval Research Labora­ 
tory in Washington, D. C. 
The determination, an average 
of all the individual observations, 
is estimated to be accurate within 
100th of one degree. Earlier esti­ 
mates, the astronomers say, were 
not much closer than the nearest 
degree.

One can only hope that Secretary of State 
Dulles, in his visits to the non-Communist coun­ 
tries of Southeast Asia, is not making com­ 
mitments that do not have the support of our 
government or the American people. 
The evidence is conclusive that he is mak­ 
ing certain promises. Just how deeply they in­ 
volve the United States is a matter for later 
determination, but at the moment we appear 
to be fully pledged for action. 
Laos, Cambodia and Thailand, in that order, 
were given assurances of assistance, and now 
South Viet Nam is told it can expect massive 
support if it is attacked by the Communists. 
Just what massive support means perhaps 
not even Secretary Dulles is prepared to say. 
It doubtless can be placed in the same cate­ 
gory as “massive retaliation,** which was used 
so freely by the secretary in earlier warnings 
to the Chinese Reds but which since has been 
discarded as an ineffective cold war tactic. 
Dulles has placed much emphasis on plans 
drafted by the eight Manila Pact nations at 
Bangkok for the defense of Viet Nam. 
Any implication that the pact requires the 
signatories to go to war to defend Viet Nam 
or any other Asian country is clearly erron­ 
eous. It accomplishes nothing more than con­ 
sultations among the member nations to de­ 
termine what course of action should.be taken. 
However, it is always well to let the threat 
of armed action hang over the heads of the 
Communists, who seem to be impressed by the 
presence of force. To that extent, Dulles is play­ 
ing a game of poker with the Chinese. 
But the day of quick decision may come, 
and Congress may not be willing to go as far 
as Dulles has publicly committed us. 
It would not enhance American prestige in 
the Far East to be caught with our bluff down. 


Next: Colored Tires 
The expected development of colored tires for 
automobiles does not rank in importance with 
such automotive gadgets as the windshield 
wiper or the self-starter but just where colored 
tires will lead, so to speak, raises interesting 
questions. 
Fleshy colors on cars are obvious enough so 
that they don’t require too much distraction to 
see. But tires may be different. A driver could 
find himself getting careless by stretching his 
nefck to catch the exact tint of a passing tire. 
A husband with a jealous wife could find 
himself in trouble by making some innocent 
remark such as. “Did you see the color of that 
woman’s sidewalls?’’ 
A leading tire manufacturer has announced 
that the tire colors will be made to match the 
colors of auto bodies, and other hues as well 
will be available, possibly this summer. 
Probably eventually some drivers will plan 
on changing their tires to have different colors 
for each season. But what we are waiting for 
is a tire of variable shades likea 
chamelion. 
so that it will blend well with any type of mud 
or discoloration. 


To The ‘Big Mo’ 
The routine bit of news the other day about 
the decommissioning of the battleship Missouri 
probably brought memories of great emotion to 
many Americans. 
Like “old soldiers,** great warships “never 
die, they just fade away.** 
The Missouri was no ordinary vessel in its 
day. It was virtually the pride of the Navy. 
To many of us it was a symbol of American 
greatness on the wartime high seas. 
It was the “Big Mo.” 
Of all the ships in the United States fleet, it 
was the one chosen as the site of the Japanese 
surrender. 
It may be of some comfort to persons with a 
feeling for such things that the great ship is 
not to be dismantled. The Missouri will be used 
as the headquarters of the Bremerton Group, 
Pacific Reserve Fleet, at the Puget Sound naval 
shipyard in Washington state. A force of 600 to 
800 men there cares for a mothball fleet.

Formosa 
was Japanese territory from 1895 
to 1945 and therefore the Chinese 
are as accustomed to foreign pos­ 
session of that territory as they 
are to the British possession of 
Hong Kong, since 1841, most of 
whose inhabitants are Chinese. 


HONG KONG IS a lovely island 
which rises to a peak, on which 
lives the British governor-general. 
In my day, residence on the is­

was 
graduated 
in

sense that the Chinese mass lived 
at the base of the hill; then came 
the poorer Eurasians and Portu­ 
gese; above them were the rich 
Chinese merchants, including those 
who had emerged to importance as

ward to the Peak. Those who lived by the British, if for no other ren­ 


ter harbor, the artificial improve­ 
ments of Hong Kong, and the po­ 
litical dominance of England.

Backbone Of America 
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Communists Prove Masters Of Deceit 


Who is attacking the security 
system of the government today 
and attempting to discredit it? 
Many 
well • meaning 
persons, 
thoroughly patriotic, are doing it, 
but it so happens coincidentally 
that this form of attack has for 
some time been engineered also 
by persons who themselves turn 
out later to be involved in viola­ 
tions of the security system. 
Urns this correspondent has just 
received a clipping from the Aug. 
29, 1950, issue of The Washington 
Post, which in its “Letters to the 
Editor” column, innocently print­ 
ed a communication from Joseph 
S. Petersen Jr., who now is in jail. 
He pleaded guilty in December 
1954 to the theft of secrets from 
the National Security Agency but 
in 1950 appeared to be just an in­ 
dignant letter - writer. Yet from 
March 1948 through December 1952, 
according to the evidence at his 
trial, Petersen was giving to a rep­ 
resentative of a European govern­ 
ment messages and documents 
which he was not authorized to 
transmit and the foreign govern­ 
ment was not authorized to re­ 
ceive. 
So vital was the secret material 
that the Department of Justice, for 
security reasons, did not disclose 
at the trial all the coded docu­ 
ments that were stolen by Peter­ 
sen. 


HOW DID PETERSEN escape 
detection for nearly five years? 
Evidently the security system was 
not strong enough. But Petersen 
himself boldly wrote to a Washing­ 
ton newspaper vigorously condemn­ 
ing the very system he was violatr 
ing. Here is the full text of his 
letter: 
“Under the guise of ‘security,’ 
numerous sins are being commit­ 
ted. The welfare of the nation is 
of supreme importance, but the 
right of an individual to ‘life, lib­ 
erty, and the pursuit of happiness,’ 
is one of supreme importance, too. 1 
The Constitution does not allow one 
to be condemned without trial, it 
does not permit one to be judged 
guilty of charges of which he has 
no knowledge. But that is happen­ 
ing in our government at this time. 
“Today our government agencies 
are accused of everything short of 
treason by irresponsible persons. 
The faith of the American people 
in the government is being under- j 
mined by vilifiers seeking self- 
aggrandizement In order to re­ 
store this waning faith of the peo­ 
ple, agencies are forced to sacri- 
fice all ‘upon whom the breath of 
suspicion falls.* 
“How this must give ‘aid and j 
comfort* to our enemies! Those 
enemies in our midst are united on 
a definite plan of action and are 
slowly but inevitably putting it in­ 
to force. The ghosts of Marx and 
Lenin must be chuckling over the 
distrust and disunity that decadent 
capitalists a r e causing among 
themselves — preparing the way 
for communism. 


“NOW IS THE TIME to cease 
seeing enemies on all sides, to stop 
this persecution of innocent people 
under the label of ‘security of the 
nation.* The American way is to 
let a man know what charges have 
been brought against him a n d 
give him a chance to defend him­ 
self. Otherwise, what we condemn 
in others we shall find being used 
by ourselves. 
“Joseph S. Petersen Jr. 
“Washington.** 
It would be a mistake tor any­ 
one to generalize about all those 
who write letters to' newspapers 
just because the Petersen letter re­ 
veals insincerity and duplicity.

ant it is to take every incident 
separately and weigh the factors 
in the light of the circumstances in 
each case. 


THERE ARE SOME letter writ­ 
ers who are guilty of writing lies 
to newspapers, even including their 
own names and addresses. Again 
and again, as some of these per­ 
sons are addressed, the Post Of­ 
fice returns the letters with a no­ 
tation that the individuals are un­ 
known at the address given. 
It is a Communist trick to use 


phony names, and some day it may 
prove advisable to print names and 
addresses so that the neighbors 
can check as to whether anyone of 
tl|at name lives at the address 
given. 
Many letters come from Com­ 
munists. There is no way for a 
newspaper to know who they are, 
though sometimes the argument or 
the language parallels exactly the 
articles in Communist newspapers. 
The art of propaganda is well­ 
known to the Communists in this 
country, and the device of letters 
to the editor has in the last few 
years become a powerful means of 
creating confusion and of attacking 
the security measures being taken 
by the national government. 
Peace Hopes Brighten

The international situation has 
recently caused many ups and 
downs in hopes for peace in the 
world. 
From the death of Stalin in early 
1953 until the Indochinese war 
crisis, hopes for some sort of 
Amelioration of the cold war were 
definitely ascendant. 
The surrender at Dien Bien Phu, 
followed by French rejection of the 
initial EDC plan for mutual de­ 
fense of Western Europe, brought 
on a severe upsurge of war fear*, 
only partially appeased by resus­ 
citation of the European mutual de­ 
fense prospect through signing of 
the new Paris treaties. 
Since Jan. I came the Chinese 
conviction of American fliers, the 
upheaval in the Strait of Formosa, 
and finally the displacement of 
Georgi Malenkov in favor of a 
seemingly more bellicose Soviet re­ 
gime, with effect of starting the I 
world’s pessimists again going full 
blast. 
Just now there is a swing back 
in the other direction. An impres­ 
sion has taken hold that the shift 
in Russian command may not be 
so bad after all. The Paris agree­ 
ments. after 
barely 
squeaking * 
through the French Chamber of 
Deputies, were passed resounding­ 
ly by the German Bundestag. 
... 
AND NOW COMES a decisive 
election victory by Japanese con­ 
servatives in the face of reports 
that that country was showing 
marked symptoms of slipping into 
the Communist orbit. 
A possible consequence of the 
last of these developments was a 
statement on Tuesday by S o u t h 
Korea’s Syngman Rhee devoted, at 
least so far as it was carried on 
the news wires, wholly to praise of 
recent United States actions. 
Ever since the Korean truce was 
signed nearly two years 
ago, 
Rhee’s utterances uniformly had 
carried the idea that the United 
States somehow was selling out the 
whole Far East to the Communists. 
Rhee may visualize himself as 
facing stepped-up competition with 
Japan, Formosa and Southeast 
Asia in distribution of American 
largesse. 
Of all existing conundrums th e 
most intriguing, and probably the 
most important, is the shifting 
sands of Russian bureaucracy. 
After two weeks of intense ob­ 
servation of Moscow events, since 
the fall of Malenkov, State Depart­ 
ment observers appear to h a v e 
settled on two fairly definite con­ 
clusions. 
First, the new Kremlin regime 


I is far from slamming the d o o r 
, against negotiation with the anti­ 
communist world. True, all state­ 
ments made by Moscow have been 
judiciously divided between mill- 
j tar/ threats and boasts and soft 
proffers of more friendly associa­ 
tion with outside nations. 


A SURPRISING talkativeness Is 
evidenced in interviews by a wide 
assortment of Soviet officials with 
Western journalists. 
Khrushchev, the reputed new So­ 
viet strong man, always has been 
peculiarly free • spoken. And not 
only he but a lot of other Kremlin 
nabobs just now are displaying 
marked garrulousness. 
In the Soviet statements there re­ 
peatedly is a note of complaint that 
there has been too much playing 
up by Western commentators of the 
militaristic aspects of Moscow pro­ 
nouncements. as distinct from their 
pacific offerings. 
Secondly, recent Soviet utter­ 
ances have focused more and more 
on removal of American military 
bases, threatening both Russia and 
China, as the first essential toward 
settled peace.. 
Particularly this applies to the 
pending rearmament of Western 
Germany and the dispute over the 
Chinese coastal islands at Quemoy 
and Matsu. 
While the campaign against Eu­ 
ropean union continues, the em­ 
phasis of Moscow propagandists re­ 
cently has been not so much on 
the projected 12 German divisions 
as on the continued subjection of 
the German people which it says 
will result inevitably from perma­ 
nent basing of American and other 
outside forces on German soil. 


PARTICULARLY IN their state­ 
ments to foreign newspaperman, 
Khrushchev and Premier Bulganin 
hammered home the idea that the 
chain of American airfields con­ 
fronting Russia from all directions 
constitute the greatest obstacle to 
amelioration of the cold war. 
The Chinese Communist radio 
has been bearing heavily on the 
idea that if the United States 
wants peace in the Far East it 
must give up its military, naval 
and air installations rimming the 
seas of Japan and China. 
It is in light of these Communist 
attitudes and coincident symptoms 
of growing Western power and 
unity that a hope is arising that 
the Reds may at last decide that 
the time has come when they can 
get more for themselves by peace­ 
ful negotiation than by new wars 
or threats of wars.

Daughter Of Noted Expert 
On Legal Medicine Found Dead 


CLEVELAND if*—A severe virus 
infection was indicated today as 
the cause of death of Ann Board­ 
man Moritz, 21-year-old daughter 
of one of the nation’s leading ex­ 
perts in legal medicine. 
Hie body of the girl, apparently 
dead more than 24 hours, was 
found in her bed yesterday by a 
neighbor. 
Her parents, Dr. and Mrs. Alan 
Moritz, were visiting at Lincoln, 
Neb., at the time. They returned 
to their home at suburban Gates 
Mills. 
Coroner Samuel R. Gerber, who 
conducted a preliminary autopsy, 
said “an overwhelming attack of 
virus infection” probably was to 
blame for the death. The coroner 
added: 
“A rare type of heart disease 
might also have been to blame.” 
He said a laboratory examina­ 


tion of tissues, which might pro­ 
duce the exact cause, will take one 
or two days. 
Dr. Moritz has been head of the 
Western Reserve University patho­ 
logy department since 1949. From 
1937 until then he was a professor 
of legal medicine at Harvard Uni­ 
versity and served as a pathologist 
to the Massachusetts state police 
and the Massachusetts department 
of mental health. 
There were no signs of violence 
and nothing to indicate suicide, Dr. 
Gerber said. He called Miss Moritz 
a “healthy happy, lucky, well-to-do 
girl” who was “gay about her com­ 
ing marriage.” 
Miss Moritz became engaged in 
December to a Colgate University 
senior, S. Kirk Carpenter, son of 
Dr. and Mrs. Stephen K. Carpenter 
of nearby Kirtland.

Egyptian Premier’s 
Warning Result Of 
38 Killed At Gaza 


CAIRO, Egypt W9 — Egyptian 
Premier Game! Abdel Nasser an­ 
nounced today the Egyptian army 
has been ordered “to retaliate by 
force’* against any future Israeli 
attacks. 
The head of Egypt’s military rul­ 
ing group told cheering students at 
the Egyptian Military College “If 
we enter war, we will give Israel 
a lesson it will never forget.’* 
Nasser’s warning to Israel came 
after 36 Egyptian soldiers and 2 
civilians were killed in fighting 
with Israeli forces on the outskirts 
of Gaza Monday night. 
It was also an answer to Israeli 
Premier Moshe Sharett’s statement 
to his Parliament last night in 
which he said “it is up to Egypt 
to decide** whether the Palestine 
war breaks out again. 
Refugee-packed Gaza, chief town 
of the small Egyptian-held strip of 
Palestine, was reported quiet today 
after two days of Arab rioting and 
attacks on United Nations’ property 
which followed the dash with the 
Israelis. 
The U.N. truce chief for Pales­ 
tine, Canadian Gen. E. M. Burns, 
visited the city today and inspected 
the damage done in the riots. He 
refused comment, saying he would 
have to wait the report of the 
Mi^ed Armistice Commission inves­ 
tigating the Egyptian-Israeli battle. 
Burns said he has protested to 
the Egyptian Foreign Office about 
the rioting and attacks on U.N.

Vole Slated 
On Bill To Hike 
Truck License 


West Virginia House 
Defeats Axle-Mile 
Tax By 75 To 24

- CHARLESTON LA — A bill to 
increase truck license fees came 
up today for passage in the House, 
which was voting for the second 
straight day on a Marland admin­ 
istration highway revenue meas­ 
ure. 
The truck license measure was 
conceded a better chance of pas­ 
sage than the axle-mile tax bill, 
which the House defeated by the 
lopsided margin of 75-24 yester^ 
day. Neither measure has been 
before the Senate. 
No major legislation was up for 
passage in the Senate, but that 
chamber had at amendment stage 
a measure to abolish the office 
of the b e e r commissioner as an 
economy measure. 
The bill originated in the Senate 
Finance Committee. It would turn 
over to the attorney general’s of­ 
fice administration of the b e e r 
law and enforcement duties now 
performed by the agency headed 
by Burton Crow — who has the 
ponderous official title of West Vir 
ginia non-intoxicating beer com 
missioner. 
In its original form, the truck 
license bill would have increased 
registration fees on vehicles in 
Classes B, I and K. But the House 
approved yesterday an amendment 
which actually would mean de 
creases for many farm trucks. 
Farm trucks would be taken out 
of the present Class B and be put 
in a new Class N. 
The original bill would 
have 
raised annual income for highways 
by an estimated $2,800,000. Lack­ 
ing immediately was an authori­ 
tative estimate of how much this 
would be pared by the amend­ 
ments pertaining to farm trucks. 
However, the fact that 
farm 
trucks make up about one-third of 
the present Class B registrations 
indicated the cut would be con­ 
siderable. 
The bill turned down so decisive­ 
ly by Jbe House yesterday would 
have imposed an axle-mile tax 
ftpon trucks with gross weights of 
$6,000 pounds and up. The rate 
Would have ranged from Vs cent 
to 2Vz cents a mile, depending 
upon the number of axles. 
It was an administration meas­ 
ure proposed as a means of bring­ 
ing about an immediate increase 
estimated at $2,300,000 in tax in­ 
come for highways. 
A bill aimed at curtailing the 
passing around of liquor and wine 
“accounts” as political patronage 
was approved by the Senate by a 
27-3 vote yesterday. 
Administration leaders in t h e 
House were prepared to try today 
to scuttle the Senate-passed bill to 
increase the consumers' sales tax 
from 2 to 3 per cent and repeal 
the less profitable soft drinks tax. 
First they hoped to be able to 
kill the measure^ when it, came up 
for scheduled consideration by the 
Finance Committee prior to to­ 
day’s legislative session. 
Next step in the day’s strategy 
called for defeating on thp floor 
a motion to force the bill out of 
committee. The final blow then 
was to be defeat, if all went well 
of a motion to reconsider. That 
would dispose of the question per­ 
manently for this session of the 
Legislature. 
The bill was passed by the Sen 
ate as its choice of a means of 
paying for a teacher salary in 
crease. Defeated in the H o u s e 
Tuesday was a bill to impose s 
state income tax, which was Gov 
M arland^ ’ proposal 
for 
raising 
eight milhon dollars a year to give 
teachers a raise. 
With those two politically un­ 
popular measures disposed of. ad 
ministration leaders in the House 
planned to concentrate on pushing 
through a series of 
alternative 
revenue measures worth an esti­ 
mated 13 million dollars a year 
In new income. 
Speaker Flannery said he hoped 
for support of the revenue package 
from some Democrats w h o op­ 
posed the income tax. He said 
the measures would yield enough 
to (I) balance the budget, which 
was $8,700,000 in the red as origin­ 
ally introduced, and (2) g i v e 
teachers an increase of five or 
six million dollars.

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Wellsville Eliminated From Sectional Meet By Toronto, 65-57 


Knights To Meet Winner 
Of JU’W intersville Game

Wellsville^ hopes for its fourth 
straight Class ‘A sectional basket­ 
ball championship came to an 
abrupt end Wednesday night at 
Toronto as the Bengals opened de­ 
fense of their title. 
Toronto’* No. 2 seeded R ed 
Knights halted a fourth-period ral­ 
ly by the Bengals to advance to 
the finals of the lower bracket with 
a 65-57 victory. 
Coach Gabby Kunzler’s Knights 
will meet the winner of tonight’s 
Jefferson Union-Wintersville game 
Saturday. Saturday's winner will 
advance to the district meet, along 
with the winner of Friday’s con­ 
test between Steubenville Big Red 
and East Liverpool.

Toronto’s triumph assures at 
least one new sectional c h a m p . 
Steubenville Big Red was the other 
sectional champion last year. 
Wellsville had won the section 
crown in 1952 under Coach Newt 
Oliver and in 1953 and 1954 under 
Coach Tink Healey. 
The Bengals trailed throughout 
the contest until the final two min­ 
utes when they pulled ahead by 
one point, 57-56. 
Toronto then spurted for nine 
points 
while 
holding Wellsville 
scoreless. The Bengals lost the ball 
several times in the final minutes 
on violations. 
Toronto rallied without the serv­ 
ices of two regulars — Harry Died- 
erich and Rich Myers — who had 
fouled out late in the third ses­ 
sion. 
Bill Jobe, with his continuous 
hard driving, netted 19 points to 
spark Wellsville. He hit on nine 
field goals and one of five fouls. 
His timely point-making kept the 
Bengals in the game. It w a s 
Jobe’s two quick buckets in the 
final period that knotted the score 
for the first time. 
He received support from Art 
Householder, who got 14 points on 
three fielders and eight foul toss­ 
es in as many attempts. 
The standout for the Toronto 
quint was Bob Button, who caged 
17 markers in the last half after 
getting one fielder in the first pe­ 
riod. 
His one-hand push shots from 
the foul circle fell through seven 
times and he accounted for five 
of ll fouls. 
Deiderich, up until the time he 
made his exit, turned in a fine 
job on the boards and dropped in 
five field goals fiom in close and 
two foul tries. 
A slow game prevailed in the 
first half, but die tempo picked up 
during the final 16 minutes. 
Fouls marred the game through­ 
out as 47 infractions were called, 
24#against Wellsville. This may be 
attributed to the fact that both 
teams were employing a man-to- 
man defense and officials w e r e 
calling a tight ball game. 
With Toronto jumping to a 6-0 
lead, it looked as if the Red 
Knights would turn the game into 
a one-sided affair.

It wasn’t until three minutes had 
elapsed when Jobe drove in for the 
first Bengal points. 
Two foul shots by Tom What­ 
ley and Deiderich’s rebound shot 
the count to 10-2 before Jobe hit 
again. 
Larry McGrath dropped in a 
pair of charity tosses which Vin­ 
cent Giles matched to close the 
frame with Toronto in front, 12-6. 
Deiderich’s six points showed the 
way in the opening period. 
The Red Knight’s held on to a 
six and eight point lead in the 
second period as Toronto showed 
a balanced attack with each regu­ 
lar sharing the scoring burden. 
Meanwhile, Jobe and Household­ 
er kept the Bengals within striking 
distance, collecting four markers 
apiece as the first half ended with 
Wellsville on the short end of a 
28-20 count. 
After Coach Healey had varied 
his lineup in the second quarter, 
the Wellsville mentor went back 
to his starting five to open the 
second period. 
Immediately Deiderich increased 
the margin to IO points * grabbing 
the second half tipoff and dropping 
in a two-pointer. 
Button then accumulated f o u r

With the score at 48-43, House­ 
holder drove in for an easy two- 
pointer followed by Jobe’s f o u l 
conversion to cut the lead to two, 
48-46. This set the stage for Jobe, 
who drove hard from his right side 
to drop in the bucket that knotted 
the score. 
Both teams got hot as deadlocks 
came at 50-50 and 54-54 and the 
final knot at 56-56 with 2:35 left 
on a driving layup by Giles. 
With 2:30 left and the score 56-56, 
Giles gave the Bengals the lead 
for the first time by converting 
a foul.

It might be just as well if the 
NCAA forgot about naming the two 
remaining at-large entries for the 
championship basketball tourna 
ment that gets underway n e x t 
week.

The NCAA, which once had a 
nice, cozy eight-team playoff, runs 
a 24-team elimination now which 
matches 
15 
automatic 
entries 
(mostly 
conference 
champions) 
and nine at-large choices. Trouble 
is, the crop of still available inde­ 
pendents is so poor, they might as 
well plow it under and hope for a 
better yield next season. 
Right now, the NCAA must se­ 
lect two at-large teams to play 
each other in the Western regionals 
Monday or Tuesday. Oklahoma 
City U., Drake and Bradley are 
reported 
u n d e r 
consideration 
Those three have managed to win 
a combined tota1 of just 25 games 
all season—including the results of 
five games played against each 
other. 
It seems incredible, but Brad­ 
ley, NCAA runner-up-last year, 
would seem to have the toehold 
despite a 7-19 record. The Braves, 
who closed out a 16-game losing 
streak monday against Wichita, 
apparently won the “elimination 
in their regular season finale by 
defeating Drake 90-73 last night. 
Oklahoma City has 9-16 record. 
Drake is 9-12. 
In the NIT, just one team is 
unnamed in the 12-club pairings 
and that berth reportedly will be 
filled by the Missouri Valley Con­ 
ference runner-up (either St. Louis 
or Tulsa). The champ goes to the 
NCAA. 
The problems faced by the tour­ 
ney selectors shew up in a run­ 
down of some of last night’s 
scores: Syracuse 84, Canisius 68;

Gov. Lausche 
Attacked On 
School Bill 


Mosher Declares He 
Is ‘Sleepwalking’ 
In Regard To Needs 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OB — Senate 
Education Committee Chairman 
Charles A. Mosher, Oberlin Re­ 
publican, launched the state’s big 
school bill on its perilous legisla­ 
tive path yesterday with the charge 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche “fails com­ 
pletely to face up to the needs of 
the schools.’’ 
Mosher’s denunciation of what 
he called Lausche’s “sleepwalking 
with regard to the needs of our 
schools” came only a few minutes 
before the five-term governor in­ 
formed the GOP-controlled Senate 
he believes its coming investiga­ 
tion of relief costs “is entirely in 
order.” 
The two developments were the 
high-spots of an otherwise routine 
legislative day. The House passed 
four minor bills; the Senate passed 
two. 
One bill passed by the Senate, 
however, had special significance 
because it was the first to clear 
both houses in the 101st General 
Assembly. The bill to correct sev­ 
eral errors resulting from the revi­ 
sion of the Ohio code two years ago 
returns to the House for acceptance 
of minor amendments. It then 
goes to the governor for his signa­ 
ture. 
Mahoning County commissioners 
were anxious for approval of the 
bill because it restores the right 
of county officials to issue poor 
relief bonds. Mahoning County has 
run out of relief funds and has 
borrowed money to bridge the gap. 
The right of commissioners to is­ 
sue such bonds was eliminated 
from the law two years ago through 
error. 
Another effect of the bill will 
be to restore a penalty under state 
law for public intoxication. 
Mosher, in his opening statement 
on the school bill he co-sponsors 
with four other senators, insisted 
he was not making a “personal at­ 
tack on the governor,** but his 
rapid-fire discussion included such 
remarks as: 
“We can expect no leadership 
from the governor in arriving at 
solutions to the schools’ problems. 
Those problems are now the re­ 
sponsibility of the Legislature.” 
The school bill is a proposal to 
change the basis on which state 
subsidies are granted to local 
school districts. Now the state 
money is paid on the basis of in­ 
dividual children. The new proposal 
based on a two-year study of a 
legislative School Survey Commit­ 
tee, is to make the payments for 
teaching units” composed of one 
teacher and 30 pupils. 
Mosher said he had no answers 
to the questions of how much the 
new school foundation program 
would cost or where the money is 
coming from. He told the commit­ 
tee he hopes to have cost figures 
next week. 
Lausche recommended a 31-mil­ 
lion-dollar increase in the school 
subsidy in the two-year budget he 
submitted to the Legislature Mon­ 
day night. He said that is the extra 
money needed under the old school 
subsidy formula because of the 
rapidly increasing population of 
Ohio schools. He included no extra 
money in anticipation of the adop­ 
tion of the proposed formula and 
told newsmen that state education 
department officials were unable to 
say how much it would cost: “But 
they say it would be at least 300 
millions.** 
Hie governor recommended 262 
millions for the next two years; the 
1953 legislature appropriated 231 
millions^ 
Lausche’s “pat-on-the-back** let­ 
ter to Sen. C. Stanley Mechem (R- 
Athens) came after the Senate 
majority leader had announced he 
was asking a sweeping investiga­ 
tion of the state’s poor relief spend­ 
ing. Mechem was perturbed by 
Lausche’s request for a 14^m il­ 
lion-dollar increase—from 17 to 31% 
millions—in the state poor relief 
appropriation for the next two 
years. 
In a Senate committee last night 
both CIO and AFL representatives 
launched an attack on a bill label­ 
ed by Sen. Robert A. Pollock (R- 
Stark), its sponsor, as a “right-to- 
work” measure. It would outlaw

umon ship contracts—labor - man­ 
agement agreements which require 
workers to join and maintain mem­ 
bership in a union. 
The attack came from Jafcob 
Clayman of the Ohio CIO Council 
and former Sen, Howard Metzen- 
baum representing the Ohio Fed­ 
eration of Labor. 
Clayman said the bill,*if it were 
to become law, would bring “chaos 
and conflict where there is now 
relative and honorable peace.” 
Metzenbaum called the bill “the 
most vicious, union-busting meas­ 
ure I have ever seen in my 14 
years* connection with the Legis­ 
lature.” 
One of the bills passed by the 
House yesterday and sent to the 
Senate would continue for another 
two years the state utility excise 
tax for poor relief.

All persons, partnerships, asso­ 
ciations and corporations engaged 
in business, merchants, farmers, 
lawyers, doctors, dentists, accoun­ 
tants and others, are required to 
file personal property tax returns. 
Tangible property such as in­ 
ventories and merchandise, and 
intangible p r o p e r t y including 
stocks, bonds and notes, must be 
reported, the auditor said. 
Vpradran said that if a person 
believes he does not have taxable 
personal property, or if he has 
terminated his business or sold his 
stock, he should advise the county 
office so that his name may be 
removed from the mailing list.

CD Re-Groups 
Target Areas 


‘Fall Oui’ Forces 
Evacuation Changes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (Ti — State 
Civil Defense officials Wednesday 
announced reorganization of i t s 
pre-attack dispersal plans for its 
critical target cities. 
Maj. Gen. Leo M. Kreber, Ohio 
adjutant general and state CD di­ 
rector, in announcing the reorgan­ 
ization said “increased capabilities 
of the H-bomb necessitated certain 
changes in the structure and or­ 
ganization for civil defense in the 
state.” 
But'he said recommendations he 
is making are for planning pur­ 
poses only at this time, and can 
only be put into action when many 
factors, still undetermined, have 
been developed. He said these fac­ 
tors included required warning 
time and evaluation of significant 
data which has only recently been 
released by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration for use by 
CD in its vital planning and public 
education functions. 
Kreber said the new organiza­ 
tion of CD areas and authorities 
which becomes effective March 15, 
takes into consideration the recent­ 
ly - released facts surrounding 
radio-active fallout and “definitely 
establishes desirable directions of 
movement and areas for evacua­ 
tion of personnel from critical Ohio 
communities when and if, the sig­ 
nal is given that this country is in 
imminent danger of being attacked 
by enemy aircraft.” 
“By establishing recommended 
directions for moving people from 
a potential enemy target,” he said, 
“the possibility of inhabitants from 
neighboring towns attempting to 
crowd into the same territory will 
be lessened, and each community 
CD director will be able to pro­ 
ceed with logical plans and public 
information activities as they per­ 
tain to his individual city.” 
Five areas are set up for the new 
CD 
boundaries, 
all 
centering 
around the critical target cities— 
Toledo, 
Cleveland, 
Youngstown, 
Canton, Akron, Steubenville, Day­ 
ton, 
Columbus 
and Cincinnati. 
Formerly there were five areas, 
but in the new setup the counties 
arc rearranged so there will be at 
least the same number of people 
outside the target areas as within. 
This step was taken in order that 
those evacuated from the target 
cities in case of attack can re­ 
ceive proper housing and care. 
The dispersal areas for the target 
cities as outlined in a map issued 
by state CD authorities are so ar­ 
ranged that people being evacuated 
leave the target area in a direc­ 
tion opposite from that of the radio­ 
active fallout. The dispersal direc­ 
tion, from each of the target cities 
is based on the direction of the 
prevailing winds. And so that 
people being evacuated from one 
area do not interfere with disper­ 
sal in another area. 
Each of the target cities in the 
new organization has an inner cir­ 
cle with a radius of 20 miles in­ 
dicating the minimum area to be 
evacuated. There is an outer arc 
with a radius of 40 miles setting 
off an area “from which evacua­ 
tion is highly desirable.” The area 
between the 20 and 40 mile circles, 
officials said, provides ’’flexibility 
and permits adequate depth for the 


volume of traffic in the outward 
movement.”

Into Sanitary Lines; 
Survey Seen Likely 


The problem at sanitary sewers 
that become overloaded during 
rainstorms because downspouts are 
connected into them illegally was 
discussed at the weekly meeting 
of Mayor E. Allan McKeever’s un­ 
official “cabinet’* Wednesday aft­ 
ernoon at City Hall. 
The mayor cited the case of a 
sanitary sewer on Bradshaw Ave. 
at Avondale St. that has backed 
into several cellars repeatedly dur­ 
ing heavy rains, apparently be­ 
cause roof drains load it beyond 
capacity. 
He pointed out that a city ord­ 
inance makes it illegal to hook a 
downspout onto a sanitary sewer, 
but he declared it would be al­ 
most 
impossible 
to 
determine 
where the unauthorized connections 
have been made. 
Asked for a solution, Walter H. 
Henry of the engineer’s office said 
the only method short of excavat­ 
ing suspected drains would be to 
dump some colored solution into 
the downspout and then check to 
find if it flows past the manhole 
of a sanitary sewer. 
It was pointed out that one city 
made such a check by using num­ 
bered table tennis balls. For in­ 
stance, if No. IO ball that had been 
dropped into John Smith’s down­ 
spout appeared in a sanitary sew­ 
er, Smith was told to disconnect 
his roof drain from the sanitary 
line and hook it onto the storm 
sewer. 
A general survey may be neces­ 
sary before the municipal sew­ 
age disposal plant is erected to de­ 
tect the illegal connections, th e 
mayor said. A huge flow of storm 
water into the sanitary sewer sys­ 
tem would overload the disposal 
plant during heavy rains, 
he 
pointed out. 
Henry also announced that the

work on the projert Two years 
later he had developed a simpli­ 
fied, portable electric broiler that 
cooked with infrared rays and had 
automatic controls and timing de­ 
vices. 
“We had to set up a factory to 
make our own slow-turning, frac­ 
tional horsepower motor,** he re­ 
called. “But the most expensive 
problem was how to seed the 
m arket” 
This is sales jargon for creating 
a customer demand. One of his 
ideas was to hire a home economics 
expert to write a cookbook giving 
hundreds of menus. The book now 
is in its second million printing. 
“Hundreds of thousands of people 
had the cookbook before they had 
a broiler,” Bregstein said. 
The electric boiler industry had 
about nine million dollars in retail 
sales volume in 1951. Last year it 
was 
approximately 150 million, 
and Bregstein predicts it will reach 
300 million in 1955. He estimates 
his own firm, the Roto-Broil Corp., 
largest of nine concerns in the field, 
does about 45 per cent of the total 
volume. 
“One out of every IO electrified 
homes in America now has an elec­ 
tric broiler,” he said contentedly, 
“and the real market still lies 
ahead. The industry is growing as 
rapidly as television or aircondi­ 
tioning.” 
Bregstein himself was amazed at 
first to learn from surveys that 
the broilers had won as much fa­ 
vor with husbands as with wives. 
But it is easy to see why,” he 
said. “Men hate to bend down. 
That’s one reason they don’t like 
stoves. Also they want a foolproof 
system of cooking. 
“But they do like to cook, if it 
isn’t too much trouble and they 
don’t have a mess to clean up 
afterward. It makes them feel like 
a big shot. 
A man likes anything he can be 
successful at. There are so many 
automatic controls in the new elec­ 
tric broilers that the average hus­ 
band can’t make a mistake in cook­ 
ing a steak or chicken. He braggs 
he can cook as well as his wife. Ac­ 
tually, of course, he can’t. His wife 
knows the credit should go to the 
machine, but she isn’t going to 
point that out. After all, she’s got 
lim doing half the cooking.” 
Bachelors, who have found they 
can use the broilers to cook their, 
breakfast at bedside, have turned 
out to be another surprise m arket 
“A bachelor now doesn’t have to 
depend on his etchings—he can in­ 
vite his girl to cpme up and see 
his shish kebab,” said Bregstein 
smiling. “ He can broil her a meal 
in the living room while sitting on 
the sofa holding her hands—that is, 
if he can keep his mind on it. After 
all, the way to a girl’s heart is 
through her stomach.” 
His engineers now are tackling 
the problem of designing new type 
infrared broilers suitable for res­ 
taurants, house trailers and com­ 
mercial airlines.

Stahl said Swartzlander, a peace 
justice for about five years, turned 
over more than $20,000 to his town­ 
ship from fines imposed in his 
court. 
Rep. Kenneth A. Robinson <R- 
Marion), 
committee 
chairman, 
called on Swartzlander to answer 
questions. Hie peace justice said 
others could do it better but Robin­ 
son said that was why the official 
had been invited to the hearing. 
Questioning elicited this informa­ 
tion: 
Swartzlander handled more than 
3,000 cases in four years and dis­ 
missed only 27 of them. He assess­ 
ed more than $14,000 in costs 
alone, averaging $4.07 a case. Say­ 
ing 99 per cent of his cases in­ 
volved truck overloading, the peace 
justice said he could not recall 
finding any innocent. 
Creation of a Fremont municipal 
court would put Sandusky County’s 
seven peace justices out of busi­ 
ness. The magistrates keep costs 
assessed in convictions in their 
courts. Part of the fines to go to 
their townships and the rest is 
distributed to governmental sub­ 
divisions. 
Municipal court judges receive 
salaries and money from fines. 
Costs of cases they handle is dis­ 
tributed to sub-divisions, a com­ 
mittee member explained. 
But said Alexander L. Hyzer, 
former county prosecutor, “you 
can’t run a system of justice on 
the basis of how much money you’ll 
get. When people understand the 
benefits, they will not be against 
a municipal court despite loss of 
revenue to villages.” 
Proponents of the court proposal 
besides Stahl and Hyzer included 
Paul Busick, county bar association 
president: Clarence Homan, form­ 
er village solicitor of Clyde; Ber­ 
nard Hawk, former Fremont city 
solicitor, and Leo Kenny of the 
county bar association and Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
Opponents included Leroy C. 
Roush, county engineer; Mayor
